The Adams County Board of 
School Directors, which by the 
end of this year must file at 
Harrisburg a plan for develop­ 
ment of an area technical school, 
heard a report at 
its August 
meeting Monday evening on a 
high school student interest sur­ 
vey taken last spring in all high 
schools of the county. 
Assistant County Superintend­ 
ent of Schools George B. Inskip 
told the board that almost 900 
Freshmen, Sophomores and Jun­ 
iors in the public high schools 
and more than 400 students in the 
same grades in Delone Catholic 
High School said they would be 
interested in special training in a 
trade or technical occupation. 
State law says a minimum of 
500 pupils and IO courses must 
be available to set up a technical 
high school. 
ADULTS INTERESTED, TOO 
Mr. Inskip said that hundreds 
of adults in the county have indi­ 
cated an interest in technical 
training in evening classes in the 
proposed school. Plans for such 
schools in York and Franklin 
Counties are underway also. 
In the student survey, the most 
popular areas of job training were 
beauty culture, which led the 
list with 142 in the pubhc high 
schools; auto mechanics, office 
practice, agriculture and practical 
nurse training. Mr. Inskip said 
the response represents about 40 
per cent of the students in the 
classes surveyed in the public 
high schools and the ratio was 
higher at Delone Catholic High. 
SUMMER SCHOOL REPORT 
Students also were asked if they 
intend 
to 
finish 
high 
school, 
whether they planned college or 
other post-high school education 
and whether they would attend a 
technical school for job training 
if the opportunity were offered. 
The county board listed the 
area technical school plans for 
special attention at the October 
meeting.

Monday evening also received a 
report from Lewis M. Bosserman, 
who headed the staff of the six- 
week summer school for migrants* 
children that was conducted by 
the county board with state money 
at Arendtsville.

29. He said the youngsters have 
normal intelligence but have been 
retarded in their educational work 
because of their lack of regular 
schooling. He said parents showed 
great interest in their children's 
progress at a final open house 
last week. 
County Superintendent of Schools 
M. Francis Coulson told the board 
the Negro and Puerto Rican chil- 
, dren enrolled at the school were 
regular in attendance, neat and 
i clean and of “better quality” than 
earlier years. He said he was 
| highly pleased” with the serv­ 
ices of the staff headed by Mr. 
Bosserman and said he believed 
the program had been “of great 
benefit” to the children. 
Mr. Inskip also reported to the 
board that educational TV pro­ 
grams will go on the air about 
November I from the Hershey 
station of the South Central Edu­ 
cational TV Council, probably on 
Channel 33. Schedules and other 
data will be distributed to school­ 
men at a West York workshop 
September 22.

Today’s Talk 


WHY DIDNT — ? 
This is a talk about the “Why 
Didn’t” folks — those who. after 
the thing has happened, persist 
in querying “why didn’t” you 
do thus and so? It is a faulty 
common to us all. We wonder 
why 
people don’t always do 
things our way. 
We all make our share of 
blunders and mistakes, and it is 
a good thing that we do, for that 
is the only way most of us learn 
to do things in the right way. 
But we like to discover our fault 
ourselves. Also it saves a great 
deal of interchangeable bitter­ 
ness that could be avoided by 
silence. 
Circumstances usually control 
all our decisions, and the “why 
didn’t” people are rarely in­ 
formal about the background of 
our acts. None of us seem to be 
exempt from these “why didn’t” 
human beings. Even our high 
servants in government come in 
for their share. However, there 
is this virtue — it’s the free 
life, and it’s one of the minor 
faults of human nature and per­ 
haps of democracy itself! 
On the other hand it s like cry­ 
ing over spilled milk. A thing 
that is done is done. and that’s 
an end of it. If we were placed 
in the position of the other fel­ 
low we well might have made a 
worse decision. 
Human dignity is something 
that 
ought 
to 
be 
respected. 
Something is hurt in the heart 
when the “ why didn’t” interfer­ 
ence shows up We are all a lot 
of imperfect creations, put on 
our own as soon as responsibili­ 
ties begin 
We learn by stum­ 
bling and blundering. Respect for 
other people's opinions raises 
our own self-respect. 
The ones most concerned as 
to the use of this phrase of “why 
didn’t” are ourselves. We should 
use it, as we undoubtedly do. 
over and over again! When we 
do, ifs a wholesome sign, for to 
recognize our mistakes is the 
first step in improvement.
